The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  District  are  set  out  on  Pago  6  and  do  not,  T  think 9 
require  special  comment  but  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  Infant  Deaths,  no  Still¬ 
births  and  no  deaths  classed  to  Pregnancy  or  Childbirth  occurred  during  1972o 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  was  extremely  lowo 

On  26  flay,  information  was  received  that  foreign  necklaces  nad  been  imported,  mainly 
from  Africa,  the  beads  of  which  contained  a  toxic  poison,  i0Bo  Abrin , 

A  check  was  accordingly  made  on  Fancy-Goods  and  Toy  Shops  and  Head  Teachers  were 
apprised  of  the  situation o  Thirty  strings  of  these  beads  were  found  in  various  places 
throughout  Northamptonshire  Health  Division  No0  2=  and  arrangements  were  made  for  their 
destruction  by  incineration 0 

An  outbreak  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  Yugoslavia  in  March  and  a  circular  letter  was 
sent  to  each  General  Practitioner  in  the  area  advising  vaccination  against  Smallpox  for 
persons  travelling  to  Yugoslavia,, 

Also  in  March,  I  was  informed  that  instances  of  illegal  dumping  of  Cyanide  Waste 
within  the  County  had  recently  come  to  lights  This  is  a  dangerous  and  illegal  practice 
and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  satisfied  himself  that  no  dumping  of  this  kind  had  taken 
place  on  Council  or  privately  owned  tips  in  this  County  District. 
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It  will  be  noted  from  Mr,,  Chinnery3s  section  of  the  Report  that  the  extension  to  the 
new  sewage  disposal  works,  to  provide  a  capacity  for  a  population  of  about  five  and  a  half 
thousand,  was  completed  early  in  the  year  and  samples  of  the  final  effluent  have  been  satis¬ 
factory,, 

The  use  of  tipping  f  acilities  at  Stamford  Borough  Council 3 s  ref  use  tip  at  King 3 s  Cliff e 
was  commenced  during  the  year  by  arrangement  with  that  Council  as  the  available  space  left  at 
Ashton  Road  Tip,  Oundie,  was  almost  exhausted. 

A  Housing  Survey  was  carried  out  during  1972  and  the  results  are  given  on  Page  170 
From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  Oundie  presents  no  special  housing  problem,  the  great 
majority  of  its  houses  providing  modern  living  standards. 

I  must  once  again  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
their  support  during  the  year  and  Mr,  Chinnery  and  Miss  Langley  for  their  help  in  preparing 
this  Report.

Population g-  The  Registrar  General3s  mid-year  estimate  of  population,  i0es  30  dune  1972,  is 
3,850.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1971  was  3,910  giving  a  decrease  of  60  in  the  twelve  months 

2<>  Births. °  There  were  44  live  births  in  1972,  which  is  a  decrease  of  6  in  the  number  registered 
for  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  Crude  Birth  Rate  of  11.4  per  1,000  population.  The  corres¬ 
ponding  figure  for  1971  was  12.8. 

It  will  be  apparent  that  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  in  any  place  is  influenced  by  the 
age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  so  that  in  order  that  more  exact  comparisons  can  be 
made  between  one  area  and  another  the  actual  Rate  is  multiplied  by  a  number  called  the  Compara¬ 
bility  factor,  the  result  being  known  as  the  Adjusted,  or  Corrected  Rate.  These  Comparability 
actors  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and  are  based  on  the  age  and  sex  distribution  as 
shown  by  the  Census.  For  Bundle  the  Birth  Rate  Comparability  Factor  is  1.13  and  the  Corrected 
Birth  Rate  standardised  on  the  basis  of  age  and  sex  composition  therefore  gives  an  Adjusted 
Rate  bf  1 2<>9o  ! he  Adjusted  Rate  of  12.9  compares  with  16.6  for  1971  and  the  Provisional  Crude 

Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  14.8. 

3 °  Deaths;-  There  were  42  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1972.  The  figure  for  last  year  was  40  and  th 
corresponding  Crude  Death  Rates  are  10.9  and  1Q.2o  In  the  same  way  as  described  in  the  case  of 
2°  Births  above,  the  Death  Rate  is  standardised  by  the  use  of  a  further  Comparability  Factor. 

Its  value  for  Oundle  is  0.86  and  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  corrected  by  means  of  this  calculation 
is  Found  to  be  9.4.  The  Provisional  Crude  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  is  reckoned  by 
the  Registrar  General  to  be  12.1. 

4 3  Infant  Mortality s-  There  were  no  infant  deaths  registered  in  the  District.  The  Infant- 

Mortality  Rate  for  1971  was  20.0  per  1,000  live  births.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales; /as  a  whole  is  17.0  and  the  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  12.0  per  1,000  live  births. 

St  1 llbicthss-  There  were  no  Stillbirths  registered  in  the  District}  there  were  three  in  1971 
and  the  Stillbirth  Rate  was  56.6.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.0.

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SECTION  B 


General  Provisions  of  Health  Services 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious  diseases  and  environmental 
health  within  the  Urban  District,  for  which  the  Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  relates  to  those  health  services  which  concern  the  personal  health  and  welfare 
of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health  and  the  community.,  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northampton¬ 
shire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  administration  of  some  of  these  services  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Acta 

Liaison  between  County  Council  services  and  District  Council  services  is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a  School  Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Laboratory  Facilities s-  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Peterborough  and  the  Department  of  Pathology  at 
Kettering  and  District  Hospital  are  available  for  the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the 
diagnosis  and  control  of  Infectious  Disease. 


Ambulance  Service:-  This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible,  and  the  area 
is  adequately  covered. 

Domiciliary  Services!-  These  include  District  Nurses,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  who  are  all  highly 
trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  The  Home  Help  Service,  also 
provided  by  the  County  Council,  is  proving  more  and  more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic 
worries  during  periods  of  illness  or  confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to  remain  in  their  own  homes, 
so  that  they  can  retain  their  treasured  independence.

Cr.iid  Health  Clinics-  A  clinic  is  neid  at  Flatten  House,  Giapchorn  Road  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Munday  of  every  month  at  2.  pcrric 


immunisation  arid  Vaccinations-  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free  services,  available  either  from  the  Family 
Doctor  or  at  the  County  Child  Health  Clinics*  Certain  age  groups  of  children  car*  also  be  given  B-,C9Gc 
vaccination  to  protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School  Health  Service* 

A  vaccine  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  Measles  is  available  and,  in  accordance  with  the 
policy  of  the  County  Health  Department,  a  campaign  for  the  control  of,  and,  it  is  hoped,  ultimate 
eradication  of  this  disease,  was  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1968* 
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National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1954,  Section  47:-  These  acts  give  Local  Authorities  powers  to 
enable  them  to  deal  expeditiously  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which 
they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people. 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  of  these  Acts  during  1972. 

Meals  on  Wheels  Service:-  The  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  arranges  for  the  delivery  of  'Meals  on 
Wheels'  twice  a  week  in  appropriate  cases.  Approximately  forty  meals  are  served  each  week  and  the 
total  number  of  meals  delivered  in  1972  was  2,153. 

□undle  Evergreen  Club:-  The  Oundle  Evergreen  Club,  which  has  a  membership  of  over  100,  meets  once  a 
month.  The  hard-working  Committee  arranges  various  forms  of  entertainment  for  these  meetings  as  well 
as  arranging  visits  to  the  country  and  to  the  seaside. 

Oundle  and  District  Care  Committee:-  This  Committee  carries  on  very  generous  work  by  visiting  the 
sick  at  home  and  in  hospital  and  by  providing  them  with  presents  and  essentials. 

The  Chiropody  Service  is  also  the  responsibility  of  the  Committee.

SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supplies;- 

The  Nene  and  Ouse  Water  Board  have  maintained  a  satisfactory  supply,  both  as  regards  quality  and 
quantity  throughout  the  year. 

Six  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  reported  as  being 
satisfactory  for  domestic  consumption. 

All  dwelling  houses  and  house-shops  are  supplied  direct  from  the  mains;  the  population  served 
(Registrar  General's  estimate)  was  3,850. 

The  Fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  0.2  parts  per  1,000,000  this  is  reduced  to  0„1  parts  per 
1,000,000  after  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposals  - 

The  extension  of  the  sewage  disposal  works,  to  provide  capacity  for  a  population  of  5,400  was 
completed  early  in  the  year. 

Samples  of  effluent  taken  following  completion  of  the  extension  were  satisfactory. 

A  surface  water  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Glapthorn  Road  -  New  Road  area  was  well  in  progress  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal:- 

The  regular  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year.  The  use 
of  tipping  facilities  at  King's  Cliffe,  by  arrangements  with  Stamford  Borough  Council,  was  commenced 
during  the  year  owing  to  space  at  the  Ashton  Road  Tip,  Oundle  becoming  exhausted. 
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Public  Conveniences,  Cemetery  and  Churchyard:- 


These  facilities  were  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  standard  during  the  year*, 

Common  Lodging  Houses:- 

There  are  none  within  the  Urban  District. 

Rodent  Control:- 

All  infestations  were  dealt  with  as  reported  or  discovered. 

Council  owned  properties  particularly  the  refuse  and  sewage  disposal  sites  are  kept  clear;  private 
houses  and  gardens  are  dealt  with  free  of  charge,  while  payment  is  demanded  in  respect  of  trade  premises 
treated. 

The  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  Oundle  Public  School  whereby  infestations  of  their  extensive 
properties  are  dealt  with  on  a  fixed  annual  charge  basis;  this  operates  satisfactorily  to  both  parties. 

As  an  extension  of  this  service  a  number  of  wasps  nests  have  been  destroyed  again  this  year  free  of 
charge;  these  insects  can  cause  great  annoyance  and  this  service  is  much  appreciated.

IJp,fit  Houses  Suitable  for  Clearance  or  Demolition;- 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

Grants  for  Conversion  or  Improvements  - 

Two  applications  for  grants  for  the  provision  of  Standard  Amenities  were  approved,  the  same  as  for 
the  previous  year. 

Seven  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  approved,  compared  with  two  in  the  previous  year. 
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Housing  Survey,  1972 


A  Housing  Survey  uias  carried  out  during  the  year,  a  summary  of  the  results  being  given  below.  It  will 
be  seen  that  tenants  and  owner-occupiers  are  almost  equal  in  number:  332  of  the  tenanted  houses  are,  however 
owned  by  the  Council  -  1,094  houses  were  inspected. 

All  houses  have  mains  water  supplies,  internal  in  all  but  9  houses. 

Only  25  houses  are  not  drained  to  public  sewers. 

996  houses  have  bathrooms,  1,001  having  internal  water  closets,  the  remaining  93  have  external  IdoCs.

There  are  still  a  number  of  houses  requiring  improvements,  including  the  provision  of  bathroom  and 
internal  sanitation  but  the  percentage  is  happily  small  and  well  within  reach;  the  number  of  unsatisfactory 
houses,  25,  is  also  small;  about  half  of  these  are  included  in  a  proposed  Clearance  Area  and  some  of  the 
others  are  expected  to  be  brought  up  to  standard  by  the  owners.

Responsibility  for  notifying  a  case  or  suspected  case  of  Food  Poisoning  or  Infectious  Disease  rests 
exclusively  on  the  Medical  Practitioner  attending  the  patient  unless  he  believes  that  another  practitioner 
has  already  notified  the  case. 

Only  three  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  the  year,  A  decrease  of  four  on  last 
year's  figure. 

Measles s-  Three  cases  were  notified  compared  with  six  cases  in  1971.  All  were  nursed  at  home. 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus;-  Routine  immunisation  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  with 
Triple  Antigen  has  again  shown  its  efficacy  in  preventing  these  diseases. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  County  Health  Department's  clinics. 
No  cases  occurred. 
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Poliomyelitis t-  This  is  the  fourth  disease  which  is  prevented  by  routine  immunisation  in  infancy.  This  is 
again  done  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Health  Department’s  clinics.  No  cases  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fevers-  No  cases  were  reported.  There  was  one  case  in  the  previous  year. 

Gastrointestinal  Diseases:-  There  have  been  no  cases  of  Gastrointestinal  diseases  due  to  Dysenteric 
organisms  or  Salmonellosis. 

Infectious  Hepatitis;-  No  cases  were  reported. 

Leprosy Under  the  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations,  1966  Leprosy  is  now  notifiable  to  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  No  notifications  of  Leprosy  were  received. 

Smallpox;-  There  were  no  cases. 

Tuberculosis s-  There  were  no  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  during  1972  and  no  deaths  were  classed  to  this 
cause. 

Dangerous  Necklace  Beads;- 

On  May  26th,  information  was  received  that  foreign  necklaces  had  been  imported,  the  beads  of  which 
contain  an  extremely  toxic  poison  i.e.  Abrin. 

A  check  was  accordingly  made  on  Fancy-goods  and  Toy  Shops  and  Head  Teachers  were  apprised  of  the 
situation. 

The  "beads"  are  really  berries  of  the  Vine,  Abrus  Precatorius  which  is  native  to  Asia,  Africa  and 
Mexico.  The  colour  of  the  beads  is  red  with  black  spots  on  the  surface  giving  a  ’Ladybird’  appearance. 

Thirty  strings  of  these  beads  were  found  in  various  places  throughout  the  Area  of  Health  Division 
No.  2  and  arrangements  were  made  for  their  destruction  by  incineration.
